Revised Proposal 
To Be Placed On 
November Ballot1 
Pickaway County’s 
r e v i s e d 
school consolidation proposal has 
been approved by the State Depart­ 
ment of Education, assistant direc­ 
tor D. W. Darling told The Herald 
today. 
The revised plan omitted a 
section which 
originally called 
for the establishment of two new 
high schools when the county’s 
15 school districts, not including 
Circleville, would be combined 
into one. The county citizens 
committee, which drew up the 
plan after months of study, was 
told that p a r t i c u l a r section 
might involve legal technicali­ 
ties. 
With approval given by the state 
agency, the next move will come 
about next Wednesday night when 
the Pickaway County Board of Ed­ 
ucation will hold a special meeting. 
The county board is expected to 
order the consolidation issue plac­ 
ed on the November ballot. 
The following day, Aug. 25, is 
the deadline set by the Pickaway 
County Board of Elections for the 
issue to be filed in time to allow 
for absentee ballots to be sent out. 
Actually, the issue could wait un­ 
til 40 days before election time.

and broke up an uprising at Great 
Meadow 
Correctional 
Institute. 
Eighteen persons were injured. 
One shot was fired accidentally 
when heavily armed guards and : 
state troopers herded the 174 reb- 
els back to their cells. The shot! 
richocheted 
and 
wounded 
two 
troopers and a guard. The other 
casualties were a Uoqper and 14 
prisoners, who suffered cuts. 
It was the first revolt in a New 
York state prison in 
a 
quarter 
century. 
Tile rebels had defied an ulti­ 
matum from Thomas J. McHugh, j 
state correction commissioner. Mc­ 
Hugh raced here IOO miles from 
Canton and told the rebels to end 
the disturbance within five min­ 
utes. They did not comply. 
The uprising began in a recrea­ 
tion area at about 5 p. rn. when 
the supper whistle was blown five 
minutes early, cutting short a rec­ 
reation period. Supt. Joseph Con- 
boy said it was done because of a 
th rift of rain. 
The rebels huddled in a corner 
of the area and refused to go in­ 
side. They demanded to see Mc­ 
Hugh, who arrived a short time 
before midnight and delivered his 
ultimatum at 12:12 a m. over the 
prison loud-speaker system. It was 
all over a few minutes later.

Or, to change the figure, the ad­ 
m inistration isn’t trying to put a 
brake on the boom—it is trying 
to equip the boom with a gov­ 
ernor. It isn’t trying to slow down 
business—now tootling down the 
highway at record speed—but to 
keep it from speeding up a lot 
m ore and following the traditional 
course of runaw ay and crash. 
T hat’s the way many business 
4hnen size up the present situation 
Credit is getting tight. T hat’s why 
interest rates are slowly rising. 
I t’s why banks are luring new de­ 
posits by raising th e 'interest they 
pay depositors, and by seeking new 
funds from abroad by raising the 
interest on foreign deposits. It’s 
why one New York bank has called 
some of its brokers’ loans—the 
first tim e th a t’s happened since 
^1953, another tight money period.

Board reports that while July, as 
usual, saw industrial production off 
from June, the drop was less than 
norm ally to be expected, so, the 
board’s seasonally adjusted index 
of output rose to a record high.

n i n g about 
8 per cent above a 
• y e a r ago—just about what the av­ 
erage for the year has been so 
far. 
Auto production is starting to 
slow down for the changeover to 
1956 models. But steel mills are 
finding plenty of other business. 
H am pered by hot w eather, vaca­ 
tions, and shutdowns for repair, 
the mills are still turning out more 
than two million tons of steel each 
£?>week. And many of their custom ­ 
ers are complaining of delivery 
delays. Iron ore shipm ents still 
pour down the G reat Lakes. Ton­ 
nage so far this year has topped 
lafit year by 26 per cent. 
Housing—another big prop of the 
current boom—is beginning to slow 
down, as expected. Fewer homes 
were started this July than last-

TRAVELING SALESMAN 
AGRICULTURE Secretary Benson will 
hit the road to drum up foreign business 
for his department's surplus inventories. 
Never did a salesman have a more hercu­ 
lean task. 
Benson plans to call on Britain, The 
Netherlands, Denmark, France, Italy and 
Switzerland. Wheat, corn and dairy prod­ 
ucts will no doubt predominate in his sam­ 
ple case, although he will be able to dip 
into the $7.2 billion stocks back home for al­ 
most any farm commodity asked for. 
In the last fiscal year the U. S. sold or 
gave away $1.5 billion in surplus farm pro­ 
duction, but still has more than five times 
that amount on hand. Getting rid of a small 
part of it will not be an easy task. Crops 
that are in long supply in the U. S. a r e 
usually drugs on foreign markets as well. 
The Agriculture Department could try to 
undersell foreign producers, but the State 
Departm ent usually intervenes by warning 
that dumping is a sure way to lose friends. 
Another problem in less advanced areas 
concerns education of prospective custom­ 
ers as to how best to use the surplus crops. 
Obstacles to increased • foreign agricul­ 
tural trade are great, but Secretary Benson 
seems to feel they are not insurmountable. 
The situation calls for better merchandis­ 
ing and stepped up sales efforts, short of 
dumping. As salesman for America’s vast 
stores, Benson has his work cut out for him. 


WHAT SOVIET WANTS 
ONE OF THE FRUITS the now beatific 
Russians 
hope to harvest is increased 
trade between the Soviet bloc and the West. 
Russian trade with the United States is 
m erely a dribble, but there are predictions 
the Russians will make an effort to obtain 
food staples in this country to bolster their 
own faltering production. 
The flow of goods from Europe to Russia 
and its satellites is increasing. Last year 
West Europe sent 25 per cent more goods 
across the iron curtain barrier, while the 
westward flow of goods from Russia in­ 
creased 16 per cent. 
So far this year Norway has increased 
fish exports to East Europe, France and 
Sweden have peddled more wheat and Eng­ 
land has accepted $80 million of machin­ 
ery orders for 1955 delivery to Russia. Rus­ 
sia is shipping more timber, oil and chem­ 
icals westward. 
The communist nations, which hoped to 
become self-sufficient, find their economies 
creaking under the load imposed by arm a­ 
ment output. Temporarily at least they see 
an answer to their problem in world trade. 
The United Nations has an agency which 
is trying to drum up East-West trade. 
But U. S. trade with Russia is unlikely 
to soon approach the billion of dollars a 
year the late President Roosevelt o n c e 
prophesied. 


U. S. trade with Soviets is reported on 
the increase, but a year’s volume s t i l l 
doesn’t equal one good day in an American 
departm ent store bargain basement.

These Days 


Each year, during the Summer, I try to 
do as much of Tanglewood as I can, which 
can mean as many as four concerts a 
week for six weeks. It is like bathing in 
glorious music, in conversation about mu­ 
sic, in disputes as to the relative merits of 
composers, conductors, orchestras. But 
this year, it was particularly inspiring to 
meet a number of youngsters who attend­ 
ed the Berkshire Music Center, which is 
part of Tanglewood, and which is produc­ 
ing the American musician of the future. 
Already two notable conductors, Leonard 
Bernstein and Thor Johnson, are Tangle­ 
wood products and the school has not yet 
celebrated its 20th anniversary, which is a 
mighty good showing. 
Institutions of this sort grow out of an 
idea. If they are set up full-blown, some­ 
how they do not mean too much. Tangle­ 
wood is now a permanent institution and it 
would seem to have been on the banks of 
the Stockbridge Bowl forever. 
Actually, when Miss Gertrude Robinson 
Smith, a resident among these hills, con- 
! ceived of a few concerts during the Sum­ 
mer, the idea was supported by the local 
savings banks and real estate men in the 
hope that they might attract residents to 
the beautiful Berkshires which were fading 
as a place for Summer residence. 
Today, during most of the Summer, it is 
1 almost impossible to find a room even in 
a motel or a boarding house. And that is 
I because Mozart, Hayden, Bach, Beethoven, 
Brahms, and other great composers are 
important to Americans, particularly to 
young people who know much more about 
music than their immediate ancestors. 
We used to think, up here in these hills, 
that if anything happened to Serge Kous- 
sevitzky, Tanglewood would fade away. 
Koussevitzky died. Charles Munch took his 
place, assisted by Pierre Monteux. The con­ 
certs are more popular tha'n ever; t h e 
crowds are larger; and more and more of 
the huge audience is very young American. 
Tanglewood even has had a book writ­ 
ten about its development, which gives one 
a feeling that it has reached a hoary age, 
when- actually it is so very young that I 
can remember its first concert u n d e r a 
tent. John G. W. Mahanna, a newspaper 
man of these parts, has written “ Music Un­ 
der the Moon,” which tells the story of 
this amazing festival of which Charles 
Munch told me that he has been to all the 
great music festivals in the world, but there 
is nothing like Tanglewood, nothing that 
equals its atmosphere, its enthusiasm. 
Mahanna's book is a detailed account of 
how this permanent institution grew from 
a very simple idea in the mind of an ener­ 
getic and stimulating lady, Miss GA-trude 
Robinson Smith, until it became the center 
of a renewed cultural area in the United 
States. 
The other day, I was discussing this with 
Fritz Kreisler who summers here and 
whose presence in these hills grips the 
young people who barely get a glance at 
him. He spoke of names that are forgotten, 
Joachim, Ksaye and men of distant gen­ 
erations. Each generation produces its own 
genius and its own leadership. If some crit­ 
icize Leonard Bernstein for what they call 
his gyrations when he conducts, he never­ 
theless is able to impart an enthusiasm, an 
excitement, a cultural out-reaching among 
the young people who come to the Music 
Center which was described to me by an­ 
other conductor as miraculous.

WASHINGTON UP — Want to 
make a million dollars? 
There’s a new pocket - size 
book out which tells exactly how 
to do it. Sounds as if the formu­ 
la might work, too, if any of us 
had the sense and stick-to-it-ive- 
ness to follow it. A little luck 
might help some, too. 
Marvin Small is the author 
of this book, titled ‘‘How to Make 
More Money,” He made enough 
money himself out of such things 
a t deodorants to retire at 45. 
Basically, Small’s formula is 
to simple that you wonder why 
he wrote a book about it. ‘‘Find 
out what a lot of people want 
and then give it to 
them” 
is 
about what it adds up to, which 
sounds pretty much Idee an old 
wheeze about building a better 
mousetrap. 
But Small goes on to cite case 
histories—such as that of Leo 
Gerstenzang, who watched his 
wife bathe the baby, saw she 
was having trouble twisting cot­ 
ton around the end of a tooth­ 
pick, and invented Q-tips then 
and here. 
Small doesn't point it up, but 
there’* another lesson here: Al­ 
ways let your wife bathe the 
If Gerstenzang had said, 


‘ Here, darling, let me do that,” 
the changes are dim he would 
have the high Dun A Bradstreet 
rating he enjoys today.

He figured that, 
by golly, if he could learn to 
dance anybody could—if proper­ 
ly taught. And he became the 
man who did the teaching, at a 
highly satisfactory profit. 
Well, now, says Small, there's 
an old Chinese saying to the ef­ 
fect of ‘‘Fu yu bu yu wu tzu 
•u,” which he translates as ‘‘pa­ 
pa’s having and m am a’* having 
is not the same, as 
having 
it 
oneself.” In other words: More 


power to Murray and Gersten­ 
zang, but how do I get in on the 
act? 
Small knew you were going to 
ask that, and he has an answer 
ready—borrowed, he cheerfully 
acknowledges, from advertising 
tycoon Alex Osborn. It’s a little 
game 
called

You play it this way: 
You look at any object—one of 
Murray # dance charts, for in­ 
stance, or one of Gerstenzang* 
Q-tips. Then you ask yourself 
a whole series of questions about 
it: Is there a simpler way of do­ 
ing or making this? Can it be 
adopted to other uses? Can it 
be made portable? 
Not all these 
questions 
will 
apply to every possible object. 
It’s hard, for example, to imag­ 
ine anything more portable than 
a Q-tip. 
Small provides you a whole se­ 
ries of such questions. He does 
some sample brainstorm ing for 
you. He gives you a word asso­ 
ciation scheme, and 
idea-stim- 
ulator check list. Plainly, if you 
brainstorm 
long 
enough 
and 
hard enough it’s your own fault 
if you don’t reach a point where 
you can paper the hall bedroom 
with $100 bills. 
So — brainstorm away, kids. 
Get your idea and do something 
about it.

As beef moves into the wise food 
shopper's 
spotlight t h i s 
week, 
LET’S GO SHOPPING with a will­ 
ingness to save a little money and 
spend a little extra time at home 
in cooking methods that take a lit­ 
tle longer. 
The less tender cuts of meat 
are the less expensive ones and 
offer good summer eating. Some 
of the economy cuts are more 
reasonable now than at 
many 
other times during the year. 
Now is the time when the home­ 
m aker can have more beef f o r 
her famiy if she will acquaint her­ 
self with the variety of less expen­ 
sive cuts on the market and the 
many interesting ways to u s e 
them. 
Some of the more 
economical 
cuts of beef include: flank, chuck 
arm , chuck, blade, cube steaks and 
ground beef; short plate and bris­ 
ket, neck, shank, rib ends 
a n d 
short ribs for stewing; pot roasts 
of rump, chuck arm, chuck blade, 
and heel of round for roasting. 
BEEF HAS A good quantity of 
high quality protein, riboflavin, ni­ 
acin, phosphorus and iron w i t h 
some thiamine. The lean cuts of 
beef have the most protein, where­ 
as the fat cuts furnish more food 
energy if the fat is eaten. 
The wise food shopper will check 
the grade of meat before buying. 
Grades are good guides for buy­ 
ing m eat for the use and cooking 
method intended. It is often eco­ 
nomical to buy a large cut of meat 
and have it cut up to use the parts 
in different ways. 
Consumers who want economy 
and nutritive value 
will 
want 
lean m eat, where they can get 
more edible m eat at a cheaper 
price. On the other hand, those 
who want flavor and tenderness 
will buy the fat beef. Distribu­ 
tion of fat in many thin layers 
o r streaks throughout a piece of 
meat is called “m arbeling’\ and 
adds to both tenderness and fla­ 
vor of the meat. 
During this time of year, there 
is a 20 per cent spread between 
the front quarter—-which is 52 per 
cent of the carcass weight — and 
the hind quarter — which is 48 per 
cent of the carcass weight. In the 
w inter, this spread is reduced to 
8 per cent. 
When you bring beef home, un­ 
w rap it,'w ipe it off—but don’t wash 


it because washing removes a lot 
of the flavor. Wrap it in wax paper 
and put it in the coolest part of 
the refrigerator. Remember, when 
freezing beef, bone it for economy. 
DID YOU know that----- 
In 1954, the per capita 
con­ 
sumption of beef was about 78 
pounds; 
75 per cent of all meat is sold 
as fresh meat; 
Two-thirds of the nation's meat 
supply is produced west of t h e 
Mississippi while two-thirds of it is 
eaten east of the Mississippi; 
Two-thirds of the carcass con­ 
tains the less expensive, less pop­ 
ular cuts. The beef animal is not 
all meat—out of 1000 p o u n d s 
comes: 580 lbs. 
lean 
meat, 
150 
pounds fat, 85 pounds of bone and 
a few- pounds lost to shrinkage and 
cutting.

By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Shoppers in the nation’s food 
stores will find a* variety of meats 
on the list of specials this weekend, j 
In beef, round roast will be a 
favorite and boneless chuck pot 
roast also will be popular. Steaks 
and prime ribs, however, will be a 
couple of cents a pound higher 
than a week ago in some stores. 
Loins of pork will be a feature 
in some parts of the country and 
there will be good buys in lamb 
shoulder roasts. 
The rise in egg prices goes on.

shoulders, or a bear spirit would 
V cause spasm s. 
All these are cured by placating 
the offending spirit with

Herbs and medi 
cines were given — but only those 
received from the supernatural.
